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FOREWORD 


Stupyinc plans is to almost all grown-ups as enjoyable a game as is playing 
house to children. We like to consider each new plan that we become 
acquainted with, which at all approaches a solution of our problem, as a 
setting for ourselves, our family, and our possessions, and to cross its imag- 
inary threshold, fold its imaginary walls around us, and make believe 
we are its fortunate inhabitants, even as do children in their hastily 
improvised tents. We like to live ourselves into each corner, chamber, and 
closet, and play at keeping house there, until we discover the virtues and 
defects of this temporarily adopted playhouse, and then, when we prove it 
inadequate, abandon it, as indifferently as does a lobster its shell. 


The purpose of this book is, first of all, to give you a number of plans 
for playing just such a game, showing with them the walls that the architect 
has erected according to the wishes and requirements of his client. Your 
wishes and requirements may modify these walls, even as they will the 
plans, adding a doorway here, changing a material there, increasing breadth 
or width until you have, in the end, a concept of a house which, it 1s to be 
hoped, will some day become the outward expression of the results of this 
mental exploration. 


_ The compelling motive, therefore, that prompted this publication was 
the desire to show the best of the smaller houses that have been built re- 
- cently in this country in order that you may build your castle upon a worthy 
foundation. The houses selected were not chosen to demonstrate any theory 
of the desirability of one style over another, or of a supposed superiority of 
any one material over another, or to emphasize any locality. If one style or 
_one material predominates, or if one section of the country is more fully 
represented than another, that is by pure chance. Nor were these houses 
selected with any idea of illustrating, by including examples of all types, the 
recent development of the small house in this country; although the relation 
of contemporary American house architecture to established European 
styles, and the extent to which it has broken away from precedent and 
contributed to the creation of an independent American style, make a 
tempting subject which many of the houses shown would very well illustrate. 


That these houses do run the gamut of styles, from those with their roots 
in European precedents to those of recent graftings, is due to the fact that 
as much variety as possible was sought. Actually, they represent, it is 
believed, a typical cross section of present-day domestic architecture, and 
one cut on a high plane of merit. To find this plane was not difficult, for 
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small-house architecture in America to-day, it is generally conceded, has 
reached a greater degree of excellence than has contemporary small-house 
architecture elsewhere. In saying this, however, we must not forget to 
acknowledge our debt to those European countries which have contributed 
the corner stones of its foundation. 


For those who are interested to trace this debt, it may be plainly perceived 
in many of the houses included here. ‘The house of Miss Emery, for instance, 
bears a close resemblance to the early New England farmhouse that was, in 
turn, highly reminiscent of the medizeval cottage with second-story over- 
hang, small diamond-paned windows, and long, sloping roof line, with which 
the Colonists had been familiar in the mother country; and the house of Mr. 
Keffer has many of the elements of the Normandy cottage. The house of 
Mrs. Mowery, on the other hand, and the house in Chestnut Hill by Gordon 
Allen, show less distinctly their antecedents, and seem more indigenous 
products. They are primarily logical expressions of their plans, which are 
highly individualized and obvious solution$- of circumscribed conditions. 
Indeed, perhaps one of the most striking features of all these houses is the 
extreme variety of their plans; the many ways that the very limited number 
of given units have been combined, without sacrifice of convenience or 
economy, into a workable whole. And it is perhaps in the plans of our small 
houses that American architects first demonstrated their ingenuity and 
originality, stimulated by the exigencies of economy and a growing sense on 
the part of the housewife of the necessity for applying to the business of house- 
keeping the principles of efficiency that obtained in the masculine world. 


The form of the book, that of a series of illustrations without text, was 
chosen because it was thought that the houses speak for themselves, and that. 
they would tell their story better if the maximum amount of space possible 
were devoted to the half-tones. The captions make no attempt to appraise 
the house described. They merely add those facts that the camera could 
not portray, but which seem necessary in order to complete the picture. 
The houses are grouped according to the simple classification of materials 
_in the following order: wood, stucco, concrete, brick, and stone.
